Had Moved to Mahopac.

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Steel Workers’ Wages. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

I saw an article in the Post-Dispatch 
stating that men in the steel mills were 
making $90 per day of 8 hours. I have 
been in the steel industry for 20 years and 
T have never knewn of any such wages 
being paid. The highest paid men are the 
roijilers, and they spend the best years 
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power to determine wh 
after the Senate has amended it. 
Premier Clemenceau told the French Chamber that. 
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helpers are paid their wages won't aver- 
age $15 per day to say nothing of the 
men that average less than $5 per day. 
In some of the steel plants in and around 
St. Louis, men are working on melting 
furnaces for 60 cents per hour and these 
men are the highest paid men on the 
job, first helpers 60c, second helpers 50c 
and third helpers 40c, and these men 
work 12 hours per day and 12 hours at 
night, two shifts; change every two 
weeks, and when they change one crew 
has to work 24 hours, and there is no 
overtime paid for any of those long 
hours, not even the 24-hour drag.

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TODAY’S BALLOON RACE. 

The conditions in the championship balloon race, 
which starts from Meramec Park this afternoon, will 
be different from those that have governed previous 
contests. Heretofore our balloon races have been 
nonstop flights. Once a ship landed its race was 
ended. The balloons that go up today may alight 
as often as they wish. The only condition is that 
they do not replenish their gas supply. 

Luck was a big element in former races. Today’s 
contest promises to be a much better test of the air- 
manship of the crews and the airworthiness of the 
balloons. Of course, the factor of luck is not wholly 
eliminated. But rules permitting descent to avoid 
edverse conditions, or for any other reason, will ob- 
viously allow full play of the contestants’ skill and 
more thoroughly demonstrate the transportation ca- 
pacity of the craft. 

Possibly some of the dramatic quality of former 
contests will be missing. But that is the penalty of 
aerial evolution. Unmistakably, the balloon is pass- 
ing from the réalm of sport into the field of utility. 
Adventurous as flying still is, and must long continue 
to be, the airship and the airplane are both fighting 
their way into the practical program of the peaceful 
day's work, The conditions of today’s race testify 
convincingly to that fact.

CRIMINAL WASTES AFTER THE WAR. 

Congressman Charles F. Reavis of Falls City, Neb., 
directs public attention to the fact that the last defi- 
ciency bill, passed only a few weeks ago, contained 
an appropriation for the purchase of one motor car 
of familiar type for the uses of the War Department. 
At that moment the War Department had at its dis- 
posal in this country 47,000 surplus motor cars, thou- 
sands of them luxurious, high-powered motor cars, 
that had never turned a wheel, many of them still 
inclosed in the packing cases in which they came from | 
the factories. 

This subject of Government waste in motor cars is| 
assuming, in the light of all the facts, very serious’ 
phases, ‘the guilt for which is personal and the re- 
sponsibility for which should be fixed where it be- | 
longs. 

Mr. Reavis shows that $175,000,000 worth of motor 
vehicles for which it has absolutely no use has been 
accepted by the War Department since the signing of 
the armistice. Having no use for them, it parked 
them in fields adjacent to military camps. Acres are 
covered with as fine automobiles as were ever manu-

Socrates: I have been thinking of that. It 
is said that while most of the people are for 
the league, any attempt to get an expression 
from them would only result In political di- 
vision. 

Polemarchus: I think that is so. 

Socrates: If that is so, then, are we not put- 
ting party above the popular good? 

Glaucon: Of course we are 

Socrates: Is it well that we should do that? 

Thrasymachus: No. 

Socrates: What would you cay to the propo- 
sition that we organize a nonpartisan move- 
rent for the league, calling upon all those who 
wish to take it out of politics to unite in its 
support under someone who neither speaks for 
a party nor represents one? 

Glaucon: Is there such a person? 

Socrates: Yes. I allude to Taftius. Taftius 
has worked for this very idea for a very long 
time.

Hope of Retarding the Allied Advance, Now 
Gaining Impetus All Along the Front. 


——— 


By Gen. Eric Ludendorff. 
ETWEEN the Oise and the 
Aisne (northwest of Soissons) 
the great French attack had 
20. By the 
7th the I’rench had pushed back 
‘our advanced troops onto the main 
line of defense. 

| J found out later that these had 
| offered stronger resistance than they 
should have done. The fighting 
grength of several divisions was 


| 


thereby diminished to an extent that 
had not entered into my calcula- 
tions. 

The attack developed exactly 
had been anticipated. The counter- 
attack divisions stationed near Cuts 
(southeast of Noyon), however, 
were not thrown into the fight. A 
deep salient was made here, render- 
ing the position of the troops with 
the Oise in their rear, exceedingly 
uncomfortable. In the direction of 
Nouvron also the enemy broke into 
our line, but was driven back, al- 
though not completely, by counter- 
attacks delivered by good German 
Jaeger divisions. 

Even apart from the two points 
of penetration, we did not succeed 
in maintaining our main line of re- 
sistance intact. The position was 
now such that it seemed unwise to 
attempt to maintain our line in front 
of the Oise and the Ailette. G. H. 
Q. decided to withdraw the right 
wing of the Ninth Army behind the 
Oise oh the night of the 21st, and on 
the night of the 22nd, whilst hold- 
ing the ground to the northwest of 
Seissons, to withdraw the center of 
the army behind the Aijlette. 

The battle had again taken an 
unfavorable course, in spite of all 
our precautions; the nerves of the 
army had suffered. In some places 
the men would no longer stand the 
tremendous artillery barrages and 
tank attacks, which had become still 
more severe. Again we had suf- 
fered heavy and irreplaceable losses. 

Aug. 20 was another black day, 
literally compelling the enemy _ to 
continue the offensive. 

Forced to Order New Retreat. 

I calculated on the continuation 
of the enemy’s attack between the 
Oise and the Aisne towards Laon; 
an advance here would be fruitful 
of results, rendering untenable the 
positions of the Eighteenth Army to 
the north of the Oise, and of the 
Seventh to the north of the Vesle. 
The enemy was pressing the Sois- 
sons-Chauny line strongly. Fierce 
fighting ensued here with varying 
suecess, and the end could not yet 
be foreseen. 

The Eighteenth Army, which took 
over the command of the troops on 
the Oise, was at this point directly 
and seriously menaced from the 
south. 

As a result of the course of events 
east of Albert (the British advance) 
and south of the Oise, the position 
of the German troops between the 
Somme and the Oise was by no 
means so secure as the general mil- 
itary situation demanded.

Shortly after 2 o’clock in the afr- 
ernoon Gen. von Kuhl and Liev- 
tenant-Colonel von Pavelsz, the Chief 
of Staff of the Seventeenth Army, re- 
ported that it would no longer be 
wise to form a new line in front of 
the Arleux-Moeuvres Canal. They 
requested permission from G. H. Q. 
to withdraw the Seventeenth Armv 
to that line, whilst holding the posi- 
tion north of the Scarpe. 

We had to admit the necessity for 
this measure. In concert with Von 
Boehn’s army group we had to take 
another important step on account 
of the position of the Second Army, 
withdrawing its line and that of the 
Eighteenth Army to the Siegfried po- 
sition. 

Could Not Afford Men. 

It would no doubt have been pos- 
sible to keep the left wing of the 
Kighteenth Army in front of the 
Siegfried line, on the Crozat Canal, 
but that required more men than the 
defense of the St. Quentin-La Fere 
line, with the broad valley of the 
Oise in front of it. G. H. Q. rejected 
this idea, and brought the entire 
Eighteenth Army back into the Sieg- 
fried line. 

The Ninth Army and also the right 
wing of the Seventh had to conform 
to this movement, the latter aban- 
doning the Vesle (in front of Amer- 
ican divisions) and taking up a po- 
sition behind the Aisne, whilst the 
left wing of the same army con- 
tinued to hold the Vesle to the north- 
east of Fismes. 

Meanwhile the Ninth army had 
been heavily engaged, battles of 
tremendous violence developing on 
several occasions. (Americans were 
again engaged here, smashing back

Thanks to the unflagging skill and 
foresight of Gen. von Carlowitz and 
his chief of staff, Lieutenant- 
Colonel Fauhel, and to the gallantry 
of several divisions, this army for 
the most part maintained its posi- 
tions.

It Was No Easy Decision. 

It was no easy decision to with- 
draw the entire front from Scarpe 
to the Vesle, but it shortened our 
line and economized men which, 
considering our huge wastage, was 
an advantage worth some sacrifice, 
notwithstanding that it was shared 
by the enemy. Conditions were 
easier for the troops in and to the 
east of the Siegfried line while the 
enemy was compelled to occupy 
ground rendered desolate by the 
withdrawals in the spring of 1917. 


The center of the 17th army was. 


to be withdrawn behind the Arloux- 
Moeuvres canal during the night of 
the 3d, whilst in general the retire- 
ment was to be undertaken as one 
movement, the detailed orders being 
prepared by the army groups. 

In addition, the long prepared 
evacuation of the Lys salient by the 
4th and 6th armies was now carried 
out in order to economize man 


power. 


At the same time G. H. Q. gave or- 
ders, after consulting the command- 
ers of the army groups, for the rec- 
onnaissance and strengthening of a 
new line, the Hermann line, behind 
the two northern army groups.
